Western Canada 
has filled up with husky farmers from 
the American northwest, who nearly 
mobbed Premier Laurier when he 
went among them preaching the gos- 
el of high protection, He has come 
Pack wiser, and is said to be ready 
to talk business. 

“President Taft is as ready to meet 
him half way as he was when he 
strained his executive power by giving 
up everything to reach an agreement 
with the Dominion minister at Al- 
bany. Word comes from Beverley 
that the direct negotiations with the 
Dominion for a commercial — treaty 
will begin in a month with the full 
consent of the British government. If 
the story be not too good to be true, 
it is a greater triumph for tariff re- 
form than the tariff commission, In 
the meantime the people should meke 
sure of a senate, of whatever party, 
that will ratify the treaty.”

Sir James Whitney in an Interview 
with the London Standard, Reca- 
pitulates His Views on Imperial 
Questions—Urges Desirabiiity of 
Canada Estabiishing Herself in the 
British Market. 

London.—In consequence of the al- 
leged distortion of his views here and 
in Canada, Sir James Whitney has 
given an interview to the Standard 
recapitulating his views on Imperial 
questions. 

Sir James urges the desirability of 


Canada establishing herself in the 
British market) and strongly depre- 
cates any reciprocity arrangement. He 


states the accusation that he favored 
a policy which would raise the cost of 
living in Englitnd is a seandalous mis.

such an effect,

History of the Queen's Own. 
The Queen's Own, now at Aldershot
